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COWARDICE AND APATHY. 

The New York Times comments rather cynically 
and despairingly on the effort of the Thomas Jeffer- 
son League to arouse the American people to the ne- 
cessity of restoring constitutional government and 
the Bill of Rights to their original vigor and force. 


It commends the effort, particularly mentioning Sen- 
ator Bayard and Senator Bruce, “who try to maintain 
by their votes the principles to which most of their 
Democratic colleagues give only occasional lip serv- 
ice.” It continues: 


If anything effectual can be done to preserve 
the remaining rags and tatters of state rights; if 
{t be still possible to keep the everlasting inter- 
fering Federal hand from further {nse. ion into 
the business and morals of the people of the 
several states, good luck and honor tv all who 
promote those ends! But it is natural to be 
skeptical when one reads the program of the 
league. It is going to defend the doctrines mys- 
teriously implicit in the threadbare Jeffersonian 
dogma: “Equal rights to all. Special privi- 
leges to none.” No special privileges to the 
farmer? None to the laborer? There needs not 
a new league, but a new party, to advocate a 
heresy like that. 

The Times can find no party, judged by the acts 
of its representatives in Congress, willing to under- 
take in earnest the fight against Federal empire and 
for the revival of the powers of the states and the 
rights of citizens. On this subject it remarks: 


Here, looking ashamed of themselves, are our 
poor old Bill of Rights friends, protection against 
unreasonable searches and seizures and double 
jeopardy. What party protects them? They have 
even been kicked out of the old home of state 
rights. A little more than a hundred years ago 
the name-saint of the league asked: 

“Can it be believed that, under the jealousies 
prevailing against the General Government, at 
the adoption of the Constitution, the states 
meant to surrender the authority of preserving 
order, of enforcing moral duties and restraining 
vice within their own territory?” 


It is discouraging to find a great newspaper, espe- | 
cially a Democratic newspaper, so discouraged over 
the outlook for the preservation of American prin- 
ciples and the restoration of the force of constitu- 
tional restraints and guaranteed rights. If the par- 
ties are so hopeless, what about the people? Is not the 
condition of the parties due to the apathy and indif- |

Arguments for Adjustment Board. 
| “By establishing a board with the 
power to make changes,” he said, | 
“you avoid the danger of putting 
;the city in a strait-jacket. You do 
not abdicate your authority as Al- 
dermen, for you can repeal! or’ 
amend the ordinance at any time. 
The law. in fact, recognizes such a 
board as your agent, just as the 
Public Service Commission and 
State Highway Commission are 
agents of the Legislature.” — 

Arnold said he was not in favor 
of limiting the height of buildings 
(as changes in such limits might 
later work an injustice on those 
who obeyed the reatrictions. 

He said two of the four Judges 
who held parts.of the former law 
unconstitutional, and two of the 
three who held otherwise, were 
now on the Supreme Court, with 
three Judges who have never passed 

ion the matter. City Counselor 
Muench has advised the committee 
that the Court wil] hold the meas- 
ure unconstitutional if it holds the 
same views it did in 1923: but he.

Others‘who spoke on the gen- 
eral principles of the measure at 
the hearing, the first one of a se- | 
ries to be held by the conimittee, | 
were former Judge Eugene Me-! 
|Quillin and Charles W. DeLargy, 
apartment house builder and oper- . 
-ator. 

McQuillin said that. if the Alder- 
men believed the sentiment of the 
community favors the measure. -it 
would be proper for them to pass 
it, but he urged that the Board of 
'Adjustment feature should be 
changed, as being a delegation of 
legislative power to an irresponsi- | 
ble board. 

DeLargy attacked the proposed 
measure in all parts, and much of

to the pending measure. 

Against Any Restrictions. 

“We were told, before the decjs- 
ion of 1923."" he said “of the calam- 
ities that would follow the loss of 
the zoning law.
